The .Supreme Court of tiie United 
States, through Ohief*Jaetioe Fuller, has 
ren<lered an opinion of unusual interest 
to holders of life insurance policies. 
Thomas L. Hume, of the District of 
Columbia, died in 1881, totally insolvent, 
but leaving $35,000 in life insurance poN 
ii ies. The policies were by their terms 
payable either to the widow or children 
of the deceased. 

The adiiiini-ira'i.i ^ an i (reditors of 
Hume's estate sought to force application 
of tbe proceeds of tbe policiea to the 
payment of the debts due the creditors, 
on the grounds that the premiums paid 
by Hume were a fraudulent transfer of 
an insolvent's est:»t<' and void as Rj^ainst 
creditors, and that consequently tbe pro 
ceeds of the policies should inure to the 
benefit of Hume's estate, and not to the 
beneficiaries named in the policies. 

Tbe .Supreme Court holds that tbe 
beneficiaries are entitled to the proceeds 
of all the policies without any deduction 
whatever on account of premiums paid, 
holding that a husband and father has a 
full right to insure his life in the interest 
of his wife and children, and that when 
such policies are efi'ected in the name of 
the benefieiariea they are no part of the 
astate of a deceased insolvent, and, there- 
fore, can not be regard as a fraudulent 
aaaignmant of any part of hia aetata whtn 
so effecte d.
